show ing a light. 
Many re p o rts have 
been m ad e of shots fired Into houses 
that sh ow ed a light, and few are dis­ 
posed to ta k e chances.

opinion two voting for $1,500 and tw’o 
for $1,600, hut tho salary was fixed as ro 
ported by the committee in every in­ 
stance. With the exception of Miss 
Gertrude McLaughlin, of the Lovell 
school, who was raised from SIT 50 to 
$50 there were no changes from last 
year. After the principal and high 
school teachers wore elected a motion 
was made to elect for each building in a 
bunch, but J. C. Congdon objected and 
President Mahlum declared the motion 
out of order. After the grade teachers 
in the Washington school were elected 
a motion was again made that the list 
be read for each building and unless an 
objection was made to a teacher she be 
declared elected. 
Mr. Congdon again 
interposed an objection stating that 
such a course destroyed the secret bal­ 
lot provided for in the by-law's. There 
was not a single vote east for any teach­ 
er for any position other than the one 
recommended tty the committee, but 
there was some difference of opinion as 
to salaries. There seemed, to judge 
from the ballots, to be one member who 
was in favor of raising the salaries of 
school ma'ams and one of tho members 
was mean enough to charge it to Mr. 
Thompson as the only bachelor present, 
but he denied the impeachment. 
There 
was also in nearly every instance one or 
more ballots for a lesser salary. The 
list of teachers and salaries paid are 
given below in the order of their elec­ 
tion. 
When the question of special in­ 
structors came up President Mahlum 
stated that unless a resolution was in­ 
troduced and passed abolishing such 
instruction tho board was compelled by 
its by-laws to elect teacher* 
In answer to a question by Mr. Cong 
don Mr. Hartley stated that there were 
IT pupils taking instruction in the com­ 
mercial course at present. The teach­ 
ers elected and the salaries nre:

Judge M cdenahan has handed down 
a decision in the case of Newton vs. 
Davis, lid s case involves an interest­ 
ing point of law as well as being of in­ 
terest because of its origin. It is a case 
growing out of the forgeries perpetrated 
by P. J. Murphy, formerly an attorney 
in Brainerd. 
Davis gave a mortgage on his farm to 
Murphy for $150, which Murphy sold to 
the Northern Pacific bank. 
Tho mort­ 
gage was dated in April, PKX), and was 
duo in one year. 
Before tin* mortgage 
became due Murphy forged the names 
of Davis and Ins wife to a mortgage for 
$325 on the same land running to ono 
Newton, who is plaintiff in tho action 
just decided. 
Murphy told Newton that 
he would take $150 of tho $325 and take 
up tho first mortgage. 
Murphy re­ 
ceived the money from Newton and 
took uj) the first mortgage which tho 
Northern Pacific bank 
satisfied 
of 
record. 
Davis knew nothing about tho 
second, or $.325 mortgage, for nearly a 
year, nor did he know that tho ffr.-t 
mortgage had been paid. When the in­ 
terest on tho $325 mortgage became ifue 
Newton notified Davis, who learned for 
the first time that tho $150 had been 
paid off. Meantime Murphy hail got 
into other trouble and skipped out 
Davis refused to pay interest on the 
$325 and the plaintiff then asked that 
ho at least pay the amount of the first 
mortgage, which had been paid off with 
Newton’s money by Murphy. 
Davis 
claimed that the first mortgage was also 
wrong, that it was only for 81(H) and 
that amount was all that ho received 
from Murphy, and that Murphy had 
raised the instrument from $100 to $150, 
and refused to recompense plaintiff even 
for that. Therefore plaintiff brought 
action through his attorney, A. I). Polk, 
asking that ho bo subrogated to the 
rights of the Northern Pacific bank on 
the mortgage of 8150. 
W. A. Fleming 
appeared for defendant Davis. 
Plain­ 
tiff failed to recover because Murphy 
did not act as agent for or represent 
Davis in getting the $325 from Newton, 
or in paying off the $150 mortgage. The 
result is that Davis’ land is clear, the 
first mortgage having been duly paid 
and released, and the second, being a 
forgery, was no 
lien on 
the 
land. 
Whether or not Davis can be made to 
respond in any other form of action is a 
question that is puzzling the legal 
minds. Newton s money certainly paid 
off the mortgage on Davis’ farm, but 
how to get it back is the problem.

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Tilt) growing of flaxseed us a 
ular rotation crop ha-, not, as yet, ob­ 
tained a very finn footing in the North­ 
west, although support 
Is gradually 
coming to the belief that it should 
Lave a place in every rotation of crops. 
It Is undoubtedly a fact that the 
great majority of Northwestern farm­ 
ers have considered flaxseed as a pio­ 
neer crop anti after one or two crops 
have dropped it. 
In many cases these 
crops were grown successively on the 
same land, year after year, and from 
this occurred the failures of IU OO and 
1001. 
To some extent the dismal failure of 
the 1000 crop, and a large part of the 
1901 area, was not entirely a misfor­ 
tune, as It turned the attention of 
scientists to discovering the cause of 
and a remedy for the failures. 
Within the past four years more 
has boon learned about the ills to 
which the flaxseed plant is liable and 
methods for avoiding them than dur­ 
ing the ontiro previous history of the 
plant and at the present time our 
knowledge is very complete. 
To the experiment stations of the 
Agricultural colleges at Minneapolis 
>nd Fargo we are indebted for the 
greater part of this knowledge, aud 
especially to the Fargo school, where 
Professor Henry L. Bolley has been 
untiring In his efforts to improve the 
yield and quality of flaxseed. 
The re­ 
sults of his study are summarized in 
lire following recommendations: 
’’Use only plump, bright colored flax 
for seed. 
Treat all seed flax every 
year, the treatm ent was found

1 9 0 2. 
Before treating clean all seed

The 
treatment 
recom­ 
mended will not kill the fungus which 
Is always to be found inside diseased 
straw and chaff 
because it cannot 
penetrate to It. 
In a diseased crop 
most of the light, weight, dark colored 
and scaly seeds beal the fungus on the 
inside of the seed coats. 
Such seeds 
must be removed, for the treatment 
cannot prevent tho:© from infecting 
Hie soil. 
“ Use formaldehyde at the rate of 
©no pound of the standard strength to 
forty gallons of water. 
Spread the 
seed upon t tight floor, or upon a can­ 
vas, and sprinkle or spray on a small 
amount of the liquid (a fine spray 
thrown by a small force pump is best). 
Shovel, hoe or rake the grain over rap­ 
idly. 
Repeat the spraying, shoveling, 
hoeing or raking until the surfaces of 
all the sotds are evenly moist, not 
wet enough to mat or gum, but th o r­ 
oughly damp. 
This can be accom­ 
plished without matting, if well hoed 
or shoveled ever. 
Leave the grain 
piled for several hours. The dry grains 
will absorb rile excess of 
moisture 
without 
injury or matting and 
the 
spores of the disease will be killed by 
the fumes. 
It takes about one-half 
gallon of water solution to properly 
wet one bushel of flaxseed. 
“After this care has been taken with 
the seed I recommend these further 
precautions: 
“Sow all flax on a compact, even seed 
bed. as shallow as possible and yet 
have ii well covered. 
Sow smaller 
areas to flax and never follow flax by 
flux until a number of years have in­ 
tervened. 
I recommend the following 
series of crops until we have learned 
reasons for a bet It r one: 
“Flax. 
“ Wheat, oats or barley, 
“Corn, or other cultivated crop, or 
fallow'. 
“Wheat. 
“Grass. 
“Pasture one or more years, then 
lax if desired.” 
About 
rotation 
Professor 
Holley 
says: 
• It will he a great source of wealth 
to Northwestern farmers if, unlike all 
others heretofore, they can so nearly 
eradicate tile diseases of flax from 
their seed flax and from the soil that 
they may continue to produce good 
crops of flax. 
Think what a boon to 
this region it would be if the farmers 
may continue to produce as heavy 
crops of flax on their lands in the fu­ 
ture as they do now upon new land. 
I his is a new doctrine, but I do not 
hesitate to say that such can be the 
case and even much better crops than 
are now grown. 
Remember that it 
was once quite generally held that no 
one could tell how to avoid the occur­ 
rence.! ol smut in wheat and oats.” 
However, tho w riter’s idea that flax­ 
seed should have a place as a regular 
rotation crop is based on the theory 
that a diversity of crops will bring the 
largest financial returns and this the 
dry has been put Into execution, with 
satisfactory results, by one of tho 
largest and possibly most successful 
of North Dakota’s bonanza farmers. 
Aud it such was the result of his ex­ 
perience on the last crop, the 1905 
crop, when his flax sold at only 12 to 
14 cents over wheat, there la all the 
more reaeon for expecting etill better 
return* this year, aa wheat has de­ 
clined 0 to 8 cents from the prices paid 
last fall, while flax has advanced 29 
to 22 cents.
